WASHINGTON. Jan. 28 UP-Soc 
cretary 
Thomas said 
today

U. S. Navy is “ capable of handling, 
the situation in the Formosa Strait' 
or any other emergency,” includ­ 
ing the initial onslaught of a major 
war. 


It is not ready for general war, j 
he said, but “ I think we are in 
sufficient 
shape” 
to 
build 
up 
rapidly to full mobilization. 


“ We have the ships in reserve 
and a good reserve program,” he 
said. 


Elaborating on testimony before j 
the House Armed Services Com-j 
mittee, Thomas told newsmen the; 
fact that mobilization has not been 
ordered could be interpreted re­ 
alistically as evidence that the 
Eisenhower 
administration 
does! 
not expect a Soviet attack in the 
next year. 


On other points he told the com­ 
mittee: 


1. The time is approaching “ very 
fast” 
when other ships 
besides 
submarines will be run by atomic 
power. 


2. There is no longer any dis­ 
agreement between the Navy and 
the Air Force as to the need for 
carriers. Thomas said the role of 
the 
supercarrier 
“ is 
more 
im­ 
portant today than it’s ever been 
in history.” 


Committee members questioned 
Thomas closely about the effects 
of the administration’s “ long haul” 
military program, 
which is re­ 
ducing the strength of all services 
except the Air Force. 


Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) asked 
Thomas if he was satisfied with 
plans for the Navy ‘‘with world 
conditions as they are.” and he 
replied that “ as secretary of the 
Navy and as a citizen,” he was. 


“ If a major conflict should occur 
now or in the future,” Thomas 
said, “ this naval program is still 
designed to withstand the initial 
onslaught, to contribute immedi­ 
ately to the nation’s retaliatory 
power, and to provide a base for | 
full and rapid mobilization.”

The first group of 1.000 jumped 
from 53 of the big transports. An­ 
other flight of 57 C119’s was to 
drop 800 more paratroopers, plus 
howitzers and heavy equipment for 
use in building an 8,000-foot snow- 
compacted runway. 
There was about 30 inches of 
snow in the drop area, with above 
zero daytime temperature.

MOSCOW, Jan. 28 GP—Foreign 
Minister V. M. Molotov promised 
tonight the Soviet government will 
consider a British plea to work 
for a cease-fire along the Formosa j 
Strait and to urge restraint on Red1 
China. 
But Molotov declared the United 
States must “ end its aggressive ac­ 
tions” in the Formosa area. He 
said American policies are “ full of 
the menace of a new war.” 
Molotov’s declaration, spread by 
Tass Agency and Moscow radio, 
was in reply to British Ambassa­ 
dor Sir William Havter. He had 
asked the Kremlin to intercede 
with Peiping to effect a cease-fire 
in Formosa Strait. 
Ha y ter Visits Molotov 


Hayter’s visit to Molotov this 
afternoon, an Embassy spokesman 
said, was timed to coincide with a 
similar plea to the Peiping govern-, 
ment

The U. N. Security Council will 
meet Monday to consider an in-; 
vitation to Red China to partici-! 
pate in cease-fire talks. Sir An­ 
thony Eden, British foreign secre­ 
tary, pledged in a speech in Eng-: 
land tonight that if Red China 
agrees to a cease-fire its claims 
will receive fair consideration. 
The British Embassy said Hay-j 
ter, in making the approach to 
Molotov, acted with prior knowl-j 
edge of the U. S. State Depart­ 
ment.

“ As is known, the Soviet govern­ 
ment is striving to consolidate the 
peace and to ease tension both in 
the Far East and wherever this is 
necessary, and it is ready to sup­ 
port these measures which 
are 
really directed toward this object. 
“ As regards the statement of the 
British ambassador, in this state­ 
ment as well as in Sir Anthony: 
Eden’s statement in the House of 
Commons, the question had com­ 
pletely circumvented the real rea­ 
son of tension in the area of Tai­ 
wan (Formosa) which is an inte­ 
gral part of the national territory 
of China, 
as had already been 
pointed out in the Cairo and Berlin 
declarations signed also by the 
governments of Britain and the 
United States. 
United Sta tes Interference 


“ At the same time it is perfectly 
clear these causes reside in gross 
interference of the United States in 
the internal affairs of China, the 
endeavor to separate Taiwan from 
China. The aforementioned actions 
of the United States represent ag­ 
gression against the People’s Re­ 
public which has every right to 
Taiwan and the Pescadores. 
“ On the other hand, actions of 
the United States and the Chiang 
Kai-shek clique which is being en­ 
couraged by it, lead to an intensi­ 
fication of international tension in 
the Far East and are full of men­ 
ace of a new war. 
“ If the United States were to 
stop its aggressive actions in the 
area of Taiwan this would facili­ 
tate the easing of international 
tension.”

Danger Of War 


TA IP E H , 
Formosa, 
Saturday, 
Jan. 29 GP—U. S. air and naval 
craft stood ready for war in the 
Far East today, should it come, 
but the American ambassador to 
Formosa said he saw no immed­ 
iate “ great danger” of an impor­ 
tant conflict. 


Ambassador Karl L. Rankin told 
a news conference here he felt 
sure the Chinese Communists in­ 
tend to try to get Formosa some­ 
time but, “ I don’t expect any trou­ 
ble in the foreseeable future.” 


“ I believe,” Rankin said, “ the 
stronger attitude we take without 
being provacative — and we will 
not be— the better chance we have 
of avoiding war.” 


(Military minds in Tokyo seem 
to think the United States is too 
set on yielding the Tachens and 
too set on holding Quemoy and 
Matsu. They feel the Tachens have 
considerable military value as ra­ 
dar bases and blocking positions 
against any seaborne Red invasion 
attempt from the Shanghai area. 
But they feel Quemoy and Matsu 
are so close to the mainland they' 
have little value except tokens. 


(“ You can say the Tachens are 
worth more from a military stand-! 
point than the other two put to- j 
gether,” one source said.)

American support probably would 
be extended to the offshore islands1 
of Quemoy and Matsu. Quemoy is 
the main Nationalist offshore out­

The Matsu islands are 
100 miles northwest of Formosa. 
This same source conceded that! 
agreement in principle had been 
reached on evacuation of the Ta- 
chen Islands, 200 miles north of 
Formosa and about 20 miles off 
the China mainland. 
The Tachens have been under 
heavy air bombardment since the 
recent capture by the Reds of 
Yikiangshan Island. Final decision 
on evacuation of the islands is be­ 
lieved awaiting approval by Con­ 
gress of President Eisenhower’s 
Formosa policy. 
The U. S. 7th Fleet, which long 
has guarded Formosa against the 
possibility 
of

invasion, 
is 
ready to cover such an evacua­ 
tion.

The company plans to complete 
the expansion by mid 1956, 
Announcement of the expansion 
plan came yesterday at the corpo­ 
ration’s annual meeting. Eugene 
G. Grace, chairman of the board, 
also announced the largest quar­ 
terly dividend in Bethlehem’s his­ 
tory—$2.25 a share payable March 
1 to stockholders of record Feb. 7.

Strange Blue Light Bobs Up 
In Air On Oregon Highway 
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LA G RAN D E, Ore., Jan. 28 GP— 
A strange blue light is reported 
bobbing in the air over the Blue 
Mountains along the Weston-Elgin 
highway these cold winter nights, 
and no one who has seen it has 
an explanation. 
It was first seen about two weeks 
ago. A State Highway Department 
snow plow team of Manuel (Swede) 
Erickson and Barney Thompson 
reported that they saw a blue 
light on the highway ahead of 
them. Erickson, driving, told this 
story: 
He dimmed his lights. There was 
no change in the blue light which 
seemed to be coming toward him 
on the highway. 
Erickson stopped. So did the blue 
light. Then it started moving up, 
down and sideways. After a mo­ 
ment of this, it moved upward and 
vanished over the trees to the left, 
with a hum. Erickson started up 
an d th e blue light reap p eared in 


the sky to the right of the highway, 
emitting a bluish glow with an 
occasional blue flash, then it van­ 
ished. 
A week later, Robert Backus, 
another 
night-time 
plow 
driver, 
stopped to check one of his chains. 
As he stood outside he noticed 
with some surprise that he was 
casting a shadow. Then he looked 
up, he said, and overhead was 
the blue light bobbing and from it 
came a humming sound. 
Backus started up, he said, and 
the light followed a little ways, 
then it moved leisurely down a 
canyon until it was out of sight. 
Others report they too have seen 
it and their descriptions are sim­ 
ilar. 
Last night three reporters from 
the La Grande Evening Observer 
went to the scene. They saw no 
blue light, but the morning star 
did rise with spectacular brilliance 
and eerie light.

But it also—and this was the 
section which raised confusion and

the contract. 
At that time the 
Republicans controlled the group. 
There was no immediate word 
from the AEC as to its reaction. 
Chairman Anderson (D-NM> of the 
joint committee indicated he felt 
the next move was up to the 
commission. 
So far President Eisenhower and 
his administration, including the 
AEC members, have stuck res­ 
olutely by the controversial con­ 
tract. 
It calls for building of a 107- 
million-dollar plant at West Mem­ 
phis, Ark., by the Dixon-Yates 
private power group under con­ 
tract with the AEC. The power 
would go to the Tennessee Valley 
Authority to replace TVA current 
used by AEC.

This turnover has been low in 
comparison to other counties, with 
some reaching as high as 45 to 50 
per cent of teacher changes in one 
year. 
At the end of the 1954 school 
year, on.y 43 of a total of 604 teach­ 
ers left Allegahy County’s school 
system, the records show. 
This means that the turnover was 
only 7 per cent, very low in com­ 
parison to school systems in metro­ 
politan areas. 
Of the 43 who left, four retired, 
three died, 11 were granted ma­ 
ternity leaves. The remainder left 
for various other reasons, such as 
higher pay in another system, go­ 
ing into industry, marriage, and 
replacement by the Board of Edu­ 
cation. 
The Board of Education officials 
have added 76 teacher., since June, 
although 43 left. The difference is 
comprised of new teaching assign­ 
ments.

New Directive May 
1 Let Business Do It 


Two objectives, both of them in the public 
interest, underlie the new order directing all govern­ 
m ent agencies and departments to determine whether 
they cannot abandon more activities which compete 
with private business. 
The dual goal is to save the taxpayers’ money, 
and to implement the President's promise not to 
engage in “any federal project, large or small, which 
the people can do for them selves . . . and which 
private enterprise can effectively undertake.” 
Although the order is general in its application, 
it is not in the nature of a dictum. What the director 
of the budget demands is that each department shall 
weigh all its operations and determine, through sound 
cost accounting studies, 
which 
of them 
can 
be 
performed more cheaply on a non-governmental level. 
Some efforts in this direction have already been 
made and with conspicuous success. The Navy, for 
example, no longer manufactures its own clothing and 
the Army has increased the percentage of automotive 
maintenance and repair work done by private garages 
— all with substantial benefits to the Treasury. 
The Reconstruction Finance Corporation is in 
process of liquidation and most of the government s 
synthetic rubber plants have been sold— again with 
resultant economy. 
That there is room for further reform in opera­ 
tions is suggested by the new directive, which should 
accomplish the President’s objective of saving money 
for the taxpayer and at the same time keeping the 
government from taking business away from private 
enterprise.

T he censors can get th e ir d irty work in and no one would 
b e the w iser, except th e poor devil who subm itted to the 
tre a tm e n t if he is w illing to listen to his own voice. 


It is astonishing how many speeches that we hear 


are written by others than those who speak them.

They could have found 
som eone else to talk on Lewis, m aybe som eone who never 
knew him and never re a d “ M ain S tre e t” and therefore 
could be wholly objective. As objectivity and not knowl­ 
edge is the c u rre n t m easu re of co rrectness, to say nothing 
of scholarship, the less one know s, the m ore nearly his 
position is likely to conform to the m oderation which is 
now so popular. 
S inclair Lew is lacked the quality of 
m o d eration in his p riv ate life as in his novels.

Board To Enlist

Want Regulation 
Of Strip Mining 


The Upper Potomac River Board 
laid plans yesterday to enlist the 
aid of all interested organizations 
in its campaign 
to 
reduce 
acid 
m ine wastes which seep into the 
Potom ac River from uncontrolled 
atrip mining operations. 
All of the organizations, ranging 
from state departm ents to citizens 
groups, will be asked to support 
legislation which is being sought in 
the current session of the General 
Assembly.
